Applicant's claimed subject matter is directed to network taps. The prior art does 
teach network taps in general, as well as where network taps are involved in inserting 
data; however, the prior art does not teach or suggest the subject matter of claims 1 , 
claim 15 as currently amended, and claim 26, including a network tap including means 
for inserting device data from attached network devices without disrupting the flow of 
network data, wherein the means for inserting coordinates transmission of the device 
data and the network data to avoid collisions. 

Applicant's arguments, particularly pages 14-16, have argued this point 
persuasively.
